JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 


Will They Come Together? 
: Tokso, April 29. 

The crux of the Japan-Russian 
situation, of which Viscount Goto 
ie now the centre, lies in the 
fishing rights in the Maritime 
Province, in which Japanese 
business menarevitallyioterested. 

The Siberian Government is 
with-halding permission pending 
some Proposition from Japac in- 
volving recognition. Unless some 
compromise is resched duriog 
May permitting the, Japanese to 
secure rights, beavy financial 
logses will ba incurred. 

It is understood that M. Joffe is 
now prepared to offer large con- 
ceasions to induce some sort of 
recognition by Japan, which Vis- 
count Goto favours. 

The more conservative official 
and other elements oppose re- 
cognition upon the ground tha: it 
is premature.

the town of Ling Shan. When he 
reached the small market town of 
Ne Lee, bandits were numefons. 
and had attacked the plate the 
previous night, but were driven 
off." He appears to have prose 

ed on bis journey, and some nik 
miles beyood this placa he fell 
into the bands of bandita wholu 
bound him with cords, aad took 
him to soms uckoown place. 

A Chinese interpreter who 
accompanied him was released 
by the. bandits, who handed him 
a letter’ asking for $3,0C0 to 
paid in ten days for the mainten- 
ance of their captive, and a 
further $30,000 se ransom, the 
$3,000 to be paid before any 
begotiations could be commenced 
forthe rantom. The bandits de. 
soand payment in English sov- 
sreigns. Hacknotes’ of any 
description cannot be accepted 
as the bandita say these can be 
privately marked, and, when 
put into o:rculation, would be 
worthless, and might Ined-to the 
capture or the bandits.

(Our Own Correxpundent.) 
Nanning. April 24, 
There -are just two topics ‘of 
conversation in” Ngnuing today 
—the price of rice, and tharise and 
fall in the prices of paper money. 
‘Today $1 silver currency fs 
worth $9.20 local paper, aad the 
country people are appalled atthe 
price of food, which is still bourth 
and gold in local paper currency. 
The villagers come into marke: 
and go from stall to stall, seeking 
for something within the limite of 
their purse. “ What: ‘ia pork?” 
$2 a catty.” "Tsoa DN tir] 
beef. What is beef?” “$LSO o 
catty.” “Then fll try fish,” 
“$1.80 acatty 1° Egys?"": “Ten 
cents each.” So they give upthe 
straggle sod go bome with a 
Nintle bit, of pickled vegetable 
to give flavour to their rice, 
afraid to purchase at prices only 
fitfor millionaires. The trouble 
is that the poorer clessea still 
think in terss of paper currency. 
If only. they would” think in 
silver” they would realise that 
“things are not whet they seem.” 
Proclamations are issued for. 
bidding the exchange-of the dollar 
to exceed $7, local curreaey, but 
these sate utterly disregarded. 
Lam Chan.-teng, the Military Go- 
vernor, is having a bard time!

Chinese present, every seat being 
ecoupied and not a8 few having to 
stand. 


Tntroduciag " tho lecturer, the 
Chairman mentioned that Dr. 
Wang was the son of the Isto Rov. 
Wong Yuk-tsoi and, was first 
educated at Queen's College. He 
specitied the scholastic achieve 
ments of the lecturer and alsa the 
different responsible positions be 
had oveupied in China and abroad. 
Dr. Wang bad travelled exten- 
sively, among places which he bad 
visited haing England, France, 
Germany aad America. 


Dr. Wang’ was luudly applauded 
on rising to speak. Prefaciag his 
remarks, the lecturer said be was 
passing through Hongkong on his 
way to Europe aud Was sorry 
pressure of time did na permit bim 
a longer stay in the Colony. This. 
was the first time he bad'set foot 
in Kwangtung. after nn absence of 
shout twenty Years, purtly spent 
io Teking aod partly abroad, and

The great national 
defect in China was. the almost 
weneral apathy of the Chmese in 
public’ “affairs: the people, while 
concentrating their eneryy and at 
teation on self interrst, seemed to 
have entirely forgotten that help 
for others and the comtnon weal 
svas equally as important as self in- 
terest. As an illustration De, 
Wang said that oot infreyuentls, 
ina tlood or farniue disaster, North 
China appeals to the people in 
South China did not receive such 
responses as they should wet;

There is & noataral foclination 
to be pessimistic abont the latest 


‘news from Ireland. So often 


have high hopes of peace’ in that 
troubled izle been dashed, that 
even when there are clear 
pointers to an end of fratricidal 
strife very few newspaper readers 
find it easy to believe that the 
next fev days will not bring're- 
ports of renewed warring. How. 
aver, there has been for several 
weeks now 6 steady indication 
of better times in the Emerald 
Isle. We have always clung to 
the hope that matters were on 
the mand soon after the Free 
State camd into existence, and 
we firmly believe that there is.a 
very fair prospect’ for Erin not 
far ahead. The rebel forces have 
been thoroughly disillusioned by 
now, their principal leaders have 
either ‘been killed or. captured, 
and the tide of public’ opinion ia 
their own country has for some 
time been setting strongly against 
them. 

" The. mere fact that Mr. de 
Valera ‘speaks — of peace -pos- 
sibilities is fall of significance. 
Thet he should hedge, and try to 
introduge various conditions into 
the discussion, is but to be ex- 
pected.

Chinese subjects themselves. With
